Hen derso n 


The fir» t of the course <tf locturo# on 
Sociology by Dr. Cha# , It Henderson, 
of the University of Chicago, wa« given 
In the Baptist church 
la-it evening. 
The doctor 1« a tall, intellectua l look* 
Ing man of fine personal appearance, 
pleasant 
address and fluent speech. 
His lecture last night wa« la rg ely in­ 
troductory and ana lytic. 
Dixon people are more g enera lly a 
literary tha n a scientific cla ss—more 
distinctively Interested In subjects of a 
litera ry than of a scientific cast. 
Per­ 
haps there Is all the more need tha t 
wo receive a little educational devel­ 
opment along this line 
If, as Pop*! 
says, "the proper study for mankind Is 
man,” certa inly the study of ma n’s a s­ 
sociated life is of tho utmost lm|K» rt- 
anco to his completest development. 
The spea ker introduced his subject 
with some pleasant remarks about our 
town and it,« people, based on report# 
received from Prof. Butler. 
He did 
not c » m**, 
however, 
to t**il us a bout

from the wealth of tho most spiritua lly 
minded without depriving him of the 
means for hig her and broader develop­ 
ment.
